• Secretary of State Knox requested 
he committee to postpone the aug 
ested investigation of the situation 
ntil such time as things shall have 
ventuated so as to enable him tc 
Ive to the committee a clear under 
tanding of Central American affairs 
The seemingly inspired hints of the 
ossibility of this government’s as 
uming a protectorate over the revo 
ution-rent republic, the continued and 
xtensive movement of warships and 
arines to the South, rumors of actual 
nd contemplated shifting of troops 
oward Southern ports, from which 
hey might speedily be transported tc 
luefields, 
and 
the persistent reti 
once of officials, all combined to in 
pire the belief that the administra 
ion programme goes considerably be 
ond the removal and punishment ot 
elaya, and the establishment of a 
ew, stable and constitutional gov 
rnment in Nicaragua.

For this

da revolutionists, it would be very un­ 
wise to make that fact apparent until 
all is ready for action. 
W hatever the

The announcement of new irregu­ 
larities in the sugar industry ramify­ 
ing into quarters never suspected by 
the public was made during a recess 
of the criminal trial of six employes 
of the American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany. 
Messrs. Stimson and Dennison, 
special counsel for the government, 
then gave out a statement, in part as 
follows: 


Thorough Investigation Made. 
“In June last we commenced an in­ 
vestigation as to the weights on which 
duties were paid on sugar landed on 
the docks of the sugar refinery of 
Messrs. Arbuckle Bros, in the port of 
New York. The members of that firm 
voluntarily gave us access to their 
books and a thorough investigation 
was made of those books and of the 
customs house records. 
“As a result a shortage was rep">rv 
ed to the members of the firm and a 
soon as they had verified the govern 
m ent’s figures they voluntarily offe- > 
to pay this sum without suit into t 
treasury of the United States govei 
ment.” 
The statement purposely omits ar • 
reference to the methods by which ti. 
frauds disclosed were effected. 
“The matter is now pending before 
the grand jury.” was the only reply 
Mr. Stimson would vouchsafe to all 
inquiries. 
In the trial of James F. Benderna 
gel, Thomas Kehoe and four other em­ 
ployes of the American Sugar Refin­ 
ing company for their alleged share 
in sim ilar frauds both prosecution and 
defense rested their oases and sum­ 
ming up will now begin.

federal and state courts in Minnesota. 


John Redmond Believes That It Will 
Come. 
Dublin, Dec. 16.—Addressing a g re a t 
meeting at Mansion House, Mr. Red­ 
mond said Premier Asquith’s declara­ 
tion was the greatest chance they had 
had in the past century of tearing up 
and trampling under foot the infamous 
act of union. 
Their opponents, he 
continued, were no longer millions of 
the British population, but a few hun­ 
dred gentlemen in the house of lords. 
Prem ier Asquitn, Mr. Redmond de­ 
clared, was asking the British people 
for^a mandate to deal with Irish self­ 
government in the next parliament. 
Therefore, the Irish leaders advised 
their people in Great Britain to vote 
Liberal and, if home rule did come, he 
could assure the British people in the 
nam e of Ireland that it would be re­ 
ceived and worked in the same spirit 
as the concession of freedom to the 
Transvaal was worked.

Washington, Dec. 16.—By what ap 
pears on the surface as a unanimous 
vote the judiciary committee reported 
favorably to the senate the nomina­ 
tion of Judge Horace H. Burton of 
Tennessee to be a justice of the Unit­ 
ed States supreme court in succession 
to the late Justice Peckham of New 
York. 
But the action of the commit­ 
tee was more apparent than real, and 
the result was reached only after con­ 
siderable bitterness had been aroused 
in the committee. 
The senators who 
were opposed to confirmation consent 
ed to allow' the nomination to go to 
the senate as unopposed only because 
they saw' the majority had framed up 
a game that could not be beaten in 
committee, and it was thought best to 
transfer the scene of the fight as 
speedily as possible to the senate it­ 
self. 
The action taken was with this 
distinct 
understanding. 
When 
the 
committee report comes up in the ex­ 
ecutive session of the senate there w ill 
be some plain and probably prolonged 
talk both about the nomination of 
Judge Lurton and the proceedings in 
the judiciary committee. 
There is no 
doubt, however, th at the nomination 
will eventually be confirmed.

FOUND IN WRECKAGE 


Believed That Fourteen Perished 


in Rail Accident. 


Big Dock for Duluth. 
Duluth, Dec. 16.—The M. A. Hanna 
Dock company has purchased tw enty-: 
six acres of land from the W est Du- i 
luth Land company and will build a 
coal dock at a cost of $500,000. 


Charles Radford Acquitted. 
Sioux Falls, S. D., Dec. 16.—The jury 
acquitted Charles Radford, who killed 
George Hurd, father of a girl and 
brother of another, with whom Rad 
ford and his brother were keeping 
company the night of Sept. 7. 
The 
jury held justifiable the slaying be­ 
cause of the attack Hurd made on the 
two boys when he claimed they had 
kept the girls out too late. 


Greensboro, N. C., Dec. 16.—Local 
passenger train No. l l on the South­ 
ern railway knowrn as the Richmond 
and Atlanta train was wrecked at 
Reedy Fork trestle, ten miles north of 
here, and eleven dead bodies have 
been removed from the wreckage. It is 
reported fourteen are dead and that 
twenty-five injured are being cared 
for at St. Leo’s hospital. 
Among the 
dead are: 
S. P. Cone, superintendent of the 
Richmond and Danville division of the 
Southern railway, Richmond, Va.; II. 
C. White, traveling auditor, Washing­ 
ton, D. C.; Richard Lames, a promi­ 
nent mining engineer of Salisbury, 
N. C. 
Much time was required to remove 
the dead and injured from the debris. 
George J. Gould, who, with his son 
Jay was in one of the Pullmans when 
the train jumped the track and who 
was reported dead, escaped uninjured. 
He, with his son Jay ami friend, IL ii. 
Russell of New York, former editor of 
the Metropolitan Magazine, hid just 
gotten out of their berths when the 
wreck occurred. 
Mr. Russell was bad­ 
ly hurt by coming in contact with a 
car stove and is at the hospital. 
Mr. Gould and his son came in on 
the special bearing the dead and in­ 
jured. 
He left for his hunting lodge 
fifteen miles from here, stating that 
the wreck had not disarranged his ; 
plans for a week’s outing. 


KING 
LEOPOLD 
IMPROVING 


Aged Monarch, However, Is in a Seri­ 
ous Condition. 
Brussels, Dec. 16. 
King* Leopold’s 
tenacious struggle is arousing the loy­ 
alty ami admiration of 
the people, 
who are now keenly following the de­ 
velopments alt* r tile operation. 
The 
bulletin issued by the attending phy­ 
sicians state s that the king is gain­ 
ing. 
This lins caused new hope that 
his rugged constitution will pull him 
through, but it i 
privately feared at 
the court that his age will not permit 
of ultimate recovery. 
After a restful night the patient’s 
condition was described as stationary, 
but during the afternoon unfavorable 
symptoms appeared and it soon be­ 
came known that bis majesty had suf­ 
fered a relapse. 
Towards 
evening, 
however, improvement was noted by 
the examining physician and a bul­ 
letin wras issued reassuring in char­ 
acter, which again raised the hopes 
of the Belgians. 
By a dramatic hazard of 
events, 
while the sovereign w’as fighting for 
his life, parliament w'as absorbed in 
one of the most vital questions affect­ 
ing the nation. The great Congo prob­ 
lem came before the legislators for 
consideration and this, whatever may 
have been the scandals, cruelty and 
opposition attending the leadership of 
Leopold, all Belgians wished to see 
solved on the lines of humanity and 
progress and in a manner to convince 
the world that the Congo is safe in 
Belgian hands. 
In spite of his apparent indifference 
to human criticism there is reason to 
believe 
King 
Leopold was secretly 
stung to the quick 
by the world’s 
wrath over his conduct in the Congo 
m atter and that he never recovered 
from this.

One of the principal temperance 
measures passed by the 1009 legisla­ 
ture, was the law limiting licensed sa­ 
loons to one for every five hundred 
of population, or fraction thereof. 
This law’ promptly put the lid or. any 
further extension of the traffic, and 
where a town so elected, permitted it 
to take advantage of the law’s p ro ­ 
visions at once. 
It is known p.* Sen­ 
ate File No. 
119 and Chapter 75, 
Laws of Minnesota, 1909. 
That law was the idea and work 
of Senator S. F. Alderman, and if re­ 
ports to date count as an endorsement 
it has done more for the cause of tem­ 
perance and true liquor reform than 
any act placed on the statute books 
since Minnesota became a state. Al­ 
ready fully one hundred saloons have 
gone out of business as a result of 
its operations, and the end is not yet. 
Not an ultra extremist, and yet 
like thousands of others dissatisfied 
with saloon conditions in the state, 
and desiring to aid in the better­ 
ment of tile unsatisfactory conditions, 
Senator Alderman early in the session 
conceived the idea of a middle ground 
as an entering wedge in tile solution 
of tile question. 
The liquor problem 
is one that can not be solved in a day, 
or by a mere wqive of the hand. 
It. 
requires careful consideration and 
study, and his contention is that the 
best results can be attained by grad­ 
ual enactment of laws that will fin­ 
ally terminate in desired results. 
The question of revenue to the 
towns lias been show n to be respon­ 
sible for many of the evils complained 
of, but under this lawr the licensing 
power may require from one saloon 
the same amount of money as wras 
formerly paid by twro or even three 
saloons, and thus do away writh some 
of the evils that result from too great 
a number. 
How the bill was bitterly fought 
by the extremists, who contended 
th at there could be no middle ground 
in the solution of the liquor prob­ 
lem, is past history now, but, suffice 
it to say, th at the measure prevailed 
in both houses, th a t it received the 
hearty approval of Gov. Johnson, and 
today is accepted by even many of 
the extremists as among the best 
I temperance measures ever enacted in 
this state.

The effect of 
I the law on our own city is, that there 
can be no increase in the number of 
saloons now' operating unail Brainerd 
lins a population of fourteen thou­ 
sand. 
In other words, there can be 
no greater number of saloons here 
until Brainerd has grown to be a city 
of more than one third larger than it 
is today. 
The limitations under the provis­ 
ions of this law correspond very close­ 
ly with the plan recently inaugurated 
by the federal authorities in the ter­ 
ritory north and west of here, where 
saloon keepers in some of the towns 
unlawfully sold liquor to Indians. 
For instance, at Walker, where sev­ 
en saloons were in full blast, the num­ 
ber has been reduced to two.

St. Paul. Poe. 16.—Officials of the 
Northwestern 
roads, 
asserting 
that 
they 
have 
beaten 
the 
switchmen’s 
Strike in this territory, say that the 
outcome of the negotiations with the 
switchmen in Chicago will not affect 
them. 
They declare that the officials 
handling the situation in Chicago art? 
Independent of the general managers 
committee which came hero, and ths 
result of the Chicago conference can 
have no hearing on a situation which 
the officials in the Northwest claim to 
be under their control. 
It is reported that the questions at 
Issue at Chicago will be arbitrated 
and thus avoid the trouble which de 
veloped here, but the officials in this 
territory assert that they will not take 
part in arbitration measures concern 
ing which they no longer have any in 
terest. 
Strike leaders here said that the 
question of arbitration had not been 
taken up at Chicago; that the confer 
ence had not progressed that far as 
yet, but it was intimated the Chicago 
proceedings will be resumed with an 
eye to th*» situation in this territory. 
The demands presented to the officials 
at Chicago are similar to those submit­ 
ted at the St. Paul conference, except 
that the switchmen there want time 
and a half for overtime instead of 
double pay, as here. 


Question of Sympathetic Strike. 
Plans hjt\e been completed for the 
meeting of the railway departm ent oi 
the American Federation of Labor in 
St. Paul Saturday. 
Where the meet­ 
ing will be held lins not been divulged 
Although strike leaders will say noth 
ing. it is evident that one of the im 
portant questions which will com 
up 
before tho session will be that of a 
sympathetic strike. 
It is not expect­ 
ed that Samuel Compers will la' pres 
ent. 
Wh it action will be tai ca is 
problematical, although at tho session 
of the American Federation of Labor 
held at Pittsburg Tuesday a resolu­ 
tion was passed that the switchmen 
would he given every possible aid by 
tho federation. 
Aside from any possible action taken 
at the meeting Saturday or develop­ 
ments in Chicago, the strike leaders 
are looking for some action on tho 
part of the business interests. 
They 
evidently 
are expecting to h 'ar a 
clamor from the business inU rests 
against the alleged tieup of traffic 
whit Ii would compel the railroads to 
come to an agreement.

FIND SPINAL FEVER GERM 


Rockefeller Scientists Credited With 
Important Discovery. 
New York, Dec. 16.—Scientists in 
the Rockefeller institute for medical 
research have discovered the germ of 
poliomyelitis, or inflammation of the 
pray m atter of the spinal cord. 
It was 
done with the aid of six monkeys. 
It is also reported that the discovery 
of the germ has been followed by the 
even more important discovery of a 
curative system. 
In that discovery 
the 
six 
monkeys 
also 
contributed 
largely. 
Those who profess to know the de­ 
tails of the work done by the scien­ 
tists In the Rockefeller institute say 
it has been demonstrated that the 
germ of the poliomyelitis is one of low 
virulence, and that It only can live 
and thrive in warm weather.

Washington, Dec. 16.—Tho construe 
tion of an equalizing canal between 
Lake Winnibigoshish and Leech lake 
In Minnesota, for use in regulating the 
flow at the headwaters of the Missis 
Sippi, is recommended in a report sub 
mitted to the house by General W. L 
Marshall, chief of the engineer corps 
of the army. 
The survey of this project was made 
by Major Francis It. Shunk under the 
I terms of the rivers and harbors act 
passed at the last session of congress 
; It is suggested in the report of Majoi 
I Shunk, which General Marshall trans 
mits with his own, that the building 
j of the canal proposed will increase the 
; depth of the river at St. Paul. 


Some Chrisma* Pointer* 


W ashington, Dec. 16.— It has been 
decided by the classification commit­ 
tee of the postoffice departm ent th a t 
the words “ not to be opened until 
Christm as day” or sim ilar Inscrip­ 
tions may be w ritten on only such 
parcels as bear postage at first class 
rates; but packages th a t are mailed. 
at third and fourth-class rates may 
bear same inscription provided th a t 
it is printed or stamped on them. 
When w rit en on ‘he parcel with pen 
or pencil, the words are held to be 
a personal communication from the 
sender to the addressee, thus m aking 
the m atter subject to first-class rates. 
The second Assistant Postm aster 
general has issued a notice to the 
afreet that some foreign countries 
had refused to adm it to their mails 
articles hearing non-postage “Christ­ 
mas” stamps or other adhesive char­ 
ity stamps or labels. 
Such packages 
from tho Fnited States have been re­ 
fused admission into the mails of 
Great Britian and of the Orange R iv­ 
er Colony, the Transvaal and Rhod­ 
esia of South Africa. 
Germany ad­ 
mits articles bearing such stamps 
when affixed to the back but not 
wit HT) attached to the face. 
Articles liable to be refused adm it­ 
tance to any of the countries above 
named on account of bearing charity 
stam ps will be returned to the sender 
if know n, if the sender is not known, 
they will be sent to the dead letter 
office.

France, Russia, Italy, Spain and Japan 
for a Joint treaty providing for the 
recognition ‘and preservation of such 
a government.

of the Illinois M anufacturers’ associa­ 
tion, at which he and Minister IJisig- 
nate Calhoun were the principal speak­ 
ers. 
The jurist said great combinations 
must be curbed by some sort of gov­ 
ernment regulations, but he sharply 
criticised the present laws tending to 
that end. 
The speaker declared that 
neither a federal court nor the inter­ 
state commerce commission is as well 
qualified to fix railroad rates as the 
railroad men themselves, and he un­ 
folded a plan which would guarantee 
the railroads a fixed dividend and al­ 
low them to fix rates accordingly. 


Turning the Tables. 
“Turning the tables” in the sense of 
bringing a countercharge against an 
accuser has a classic origin. 
In the 
days of Augustus I mperutor a regular 
craze seized the men of Rome to com­ 
pete with one another for the posses­ 
sion of the costliest specimens of a 
certain description of tai Ie made for 
the most part of Mauritania wood in­ 
laid with ivory—“mensarniii insania.” 
or table mania, as Pliny called it. 
They were sold tit most extravagant 
prices. When the men accused the La­ 
dies of sumptuary extravagance the 
latter naturally retorted by reference 
to the money squandered, by their 
lords on these tables and so “turned 
the tables on them” by throwing them 
metaphorically in their teeth.
